Delayed satellite launch reset 
for Wednesday from Vandenberg 


Low cost rabies

Vandenberg Air Force base will be 
back in the nation's aerospace spotlight 
Wednesday when a beefed up Delta 
launch vehicle shoves NASA’s second 
Earth Resources Technology Satellite 
(ERTSi into orbit from Space Launch 
Complex Two, on a ridge near Point 
Arguello 
The spacecraft, a 10-foot tall. 1,165 
pound metal butterfly with solar power 
panels fanning out 13 feet, is the 
identical successor to ERTS-1, launched 
from Vandenberg with considerable 
fanfare and national press-coverage in 
July, 1972 ERTS-1 is now four months 
into its third year of operation despite a 
design lifetime of one year 
A Cosmopolitan press turnout is also 
expected 
for 
Wednesday’s 
launch, 
including

This 
second 
en viro n m en tal 
observatory 
satellite 
has 
been 
redesignated LANDSAT 11 
Modeled, like its predecessor, after 
the highly successful Nimbus weather 
satellites, it will also perform the same 
mission as ERTS-1 — it will absorb 
seven different kind of light and other 
radiation from the earth and transmit 
them finally back to NASA’s Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, Md 
There, these seven faces of the globe 


will be refined, combined and displayed 
as regional photographs with complex 
color codings different for each type of 
radiation. 
By cross matching these 
photographs, scientists will be able to 
detect the tell tale combinations of 
radiation unique to the earth’s surface 
features. These combinations are known 
as “spectral signatures " The signature 
for healthy hard Kansas winter wheat, 
for example, is different from the 
signature for blighted winter wheat 
Because this is so, investigators, aided 
by ERTS. will be able to accurately 
monitor such things as crop blight and 
plot its geographic spread — all from an 
altitude of about 570 miles. 
A large crop inventory experiment 
covering North America will be one of 
the studies flown by ERTS-2, which will 
also serve up earth resources data for 
over 100 research teams working for the 
federal government, over 40 U.S. states 
and over 40 foreign countries 
Other investigations based on ERTS 
imagery will cover everything from 
sediment transport 
in 
California 
estuaries 
to 
vegetative 
cover 
in 
southern Italy to evidence of mineral 
deposits in Bolivia 
South American and African Third 
World countries will use ERTS data to 
assess the agricultural resources of 


their countries while U.S. agricultural 
states 
will 
attempt 
to 
use 
the 
information to more accurately forecast 
harvests tonnages. 
Resource 
development 
and 
conservation will be on the minds of 
imagery-using 
investigators 
from a 
collection of U.S. states and South 
American countries. South Dakota will 
take a close look through ERTS’ seven 
eyes 
at 
its 
water 
resources 
and 
hydrologic research programs for the 
Niger River Delta in Mali and the 
Mekong 
River 
basin 
in 
Vietnam, 
Thailand and Laos will also profit from 
the remotely gathered data. 
ERTS-2 photos will be correlated with 
the occurence uf Thread Herring in the 
Gulf of Mexico to develop methods of 
determining 
fish 
abundance 
and 
distribution via satellite. 
Of particular news interest will be an 
ERTS-related study to determine the 
atmospheric aerosol content of urban 
and rural areas. The Southern California 
experiment seeks to gauge the presence 
in the air of aerosols, which come from 
spray cans and, scientists theorize, may 
be destroying the earth’s ozone layer, 
exposing the country’s population to 
high rates of skin cancer. Ozone protects 
the earth’s surface from harsh solar 
radiation.

Despite the deepening recession and 
the strictures of inflation, citizens who 
spend their money in Lompoc spent 
more for clothes and for all other 
taxable sales items during third quarter 
1974 than they did in a comparable 
period of the previous year. 
Third-quarter taxable sales in Lompoc 
increased about 11 per cent 
over a 
similar period of 1973, a percentage that 
was only slightly below the figure for the 
state of California as a whole. 
That was the word today from George 
R. Reilly, 
member of the board of 
equalization 
Retail sales for the third quarter 1974 
— statewide — totaled $17 6 
billion 
compared to $15.3 billion for the third 
quarter 1973. In Lompoc consumers 
spent $13,353 million for the third 
quarter 
1974, 
compared 
to 
$11845 
million in third quarter 1973 
The data was reported in the quarterly 
Board 
of 
Equalization 
publication, 
Taxable Sales in California, with the 
cautionary note that the high sales 
volume conceals the slump in consumer 
demand 
and 
therefore 
should 
be 
examined in the context of rising prices. 
Retail 
sales 
were 
bolstered 
by 
consumers 
spending 
proportionately 
more money to maintain their standard 
of living, as indicated by the declining 
rate of personal savings in the quarter, 
the board said. Personal savings m 
relation to disposable income dropped to 
6 6 per 
cent, continuing a rate of 
decrease since the fourth quarter of 
1973. 


The excessive price increases which 
started with food early in 1973 are not 
reflected in the report because taxable 
transactions are computed from tax 
payments, and sales of food for home 
consumption are not subject to the sales 
tax 


State sales tax collections for the third 
quarter totaled $853 6 million, while 
local sales tax collections totaled $234 7 
million for a combined total of more 
than $1 billion, according to Reilly. 
Taxable sales for the state during the 
third quarter were up 14 9 per cent over 
a similar period of 1973.

Ford said Wednesday he intended to 
impose a tariff on Feb 1 of $1 a barrel 
on the 37 per cent of American oil 
consumption which is imported. The 
tariff would rise to $2 on March 1 and 
—unless Congress by then has imqosed a 
$2 excise tax on all oil, domestic or 
imported —to $3 a barrel by April 1. 
Jackson said Ford’s program would 
deepen 
the 
recession 
by 
depriving 
consumers “of at least $25 billion in 
purchasing power.” 
He said Ford’s plan would raise 
consumer prices Dy 3 per cent this year 
—not the 2 per cent estimated by L. 
William 
Seidman, 
Ford’s 
economic 
coordinator. 
The estimated increased cost to an 
average family would be at least $800 a 
year, not the $250 Seidman estimated, 
Jackson said

American Civil Liberties Union 
said today it has been swamped

antiwar demonstrators

have been awarded $12 million 
in damages for their arrest 
during the chaotic 1971 Mayday 
demonstrations 
against 
the 
Vietnam war. 
An spokesman said the ACLU 
received "hundreds of calls” 
following a U.S. District Court 
jury decision Thursday that 
awarded about $10,000 damages 
to each of the 1,200 persons 
arrested on the steps of the 
Capitol on May 5,1971. 
The award was made on a 
suit filed by the ACLU against 
metropolitan 
and 
Capitol 
police. The ACLU expects to 
locate all of those arrested, 
using arrest records and court 
records from that day. 
"We re asking the callers to 
send us their old address at the 
time of being arrested as well 
as their new address,” the 
spokesman said 
Predicting that the decision 
probably will be appealed by 
the 
governm ent, 
the 
spokesman said "this will be a 
powerful deterrent to police 
forces around the country ” 
The government has 90 days 
to file an appeal 
A 
Justice 
Department 
spokesman said government 
attorneys were looking into the 
possibility 
of

appeal. 
Appeals and further litigation 
could hold up payment for 
years 
The jury also ordered retired 
District of Columbia Police 
Chief Jerry V. Wilson and 
Capitol Police Chief James 
Powell to pay partial damages 
for violating demonstrators’

The size of each individual 
award will be based on the 
amount of time a person was 
illegally detained Payments in 
each catagory range from $120 
for 12 hours to $1 800 for 48 to 72 
hours.

The Beirut newspaper A1

tion Army sources as saying 
PLA units had arrived in south

enemy forces.” It did not give 
details of which PLA units had 
joined the battle in the Arqoub 
legion. 
The bulk of PLA forces are 
usually based in Syria and are 
equipped 
with 
Soviet-made 
tanks, armored vehicles, artil­ 
lery pieces and SAM-7 antiair­ 
craft missiles. 


There 
had

rumors 
earlier that Syria might send 
troops into southern Lebanon to 
fight the Israeli raiders but 
Lebanon declined Syria’s offer 
after Israel warned officially 
that it would consider the 
arrival of Syrians an act of 
belligerency. 


Beirut newspapers said Ara­ 
fat had canceled his planned 
trip to Damascus for talks with 
visiting King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia in order to take charge 
of guerrilla resistance to the 
attacks. Instead, one of Ara­ 
fat’s aides, Khaled A1 Hassan, 
briefed the Saudi monarch on 
the situation in southern Leba­ 
non. 


King Faisal wound up his 
four-day visit to Syria today 
and flew to Amman for talks 
with King Hussein of Jordan.

Lompoc in placid times 
still plans for disaster

Storms that knock a tree or 
two into electrical circuits, 
rising rain waters that flood a 
few streets, fire burning down 
a house — these are all normal 
emergency situations which 
Lompoc 
city 
forces 
are 
prepared to cope with readily. 
If a tree is blown across a 
street, blocking traffic, and it’s 
after the city's normal working 
hours, 
the police and fire 
departments have the phone 
numbers of five street division 
personnel to call for this kind of 
a 
problem: 
superintendent 
Junior Grossi, two foremen, 
and two leadmen 
No trees turned into road­ 
blocks in 1974, but the street 
division did put in overtime to 
pump away water in flood on 
Lemon Avenue between A and 
Gardenia 
Streets. 
(There, 
doubtless, would have been 
heavy flooding late last year if 
the new storm drain system 
had not been installed, noted 
Grossi.) 
The street division, like all 
city divisions and departments, 
has certain resources which, 
under normal attack, can deal 
with most problems It has 21 
men. 
some 
bulldozers and 
trucks, and supplies of road 
equipment. 
In addition, there is the extra 
manpower around from other 
city divisions. 
Now when the city of Lompoc 
(or big areas of it) is Hooded or 
is threatened by severe flood as 
it was in the winter of 1969 
when the Santa Ynez River 
spilled water all along the 
valley, the street division needs 
some special help 
And when the whole city is 
blacked out because of, say. an 
earthquake, then the utility 
department needs special help 
just as the sewer and water 
divisions would need special 
help should that earthquake 
also destroy Lompoc’s water 
system 
This 
special 
help 
is 
efficiently listed, defined, and 
arranged in a 100 page manual 
called “ Emergency Services 
Plan — City of Lompoc.” What 
it means basically is that in 
case of large scale disaster 
(peacetime or war) Lompoc 
has a plan to cope and won’t be 
caught unprepared 
By law, all states, counties, 
and cities are required to have 
such 
a 
plan. 
It 
becomes 
operative only when a state of 
emergency in the country, 
state, county, city, or area is 
declared 
by 
certain 
individuals. 
In Lompoc, Gene Wahlers, 
city 
administrator 
and 
emergency services director, 
can make such a declaration. 
The last time he did so was in 
the winter of 1969. 
‘‘We 
were 
prepared 
to 
evacuate residents in certain 
areas of the city to school gyms 
had the flooding become any 
worse,” Wahlers informs the 
Record 
Fortunately, 
the 
swollen 
waters subsided. 
What is comforting about the 
plan, besides its existence and 
its military-like composition, is 
the resources that Lompoc has 
available to draw on, resources 
in addition to the city’s own 
paid work force, equipment, 
and supplies. 
Ray Robertson, director of 
public safety and assistant 
director 
of 
Emergency 
Services, listed the resources 
during an interview last week 
— Mutual aid agreements (in 
writing) 
with 
Vandenberg 
AFB, Santa Barbara County, 
and the State of California. ‘‘If 
we have a ten alarm fire and

HOLLY WOOD - (NEA) - It 
was the day after they buried 
Jack Benny. George Burns, his 
friend of more than a half- 
century. had broken down when 
he tried to deliver a eulogy at 
the funeral services 
Hut now he felt like talking It 
wasn't easy, still. Tears came 
softly to his eyes and his 
naturally creaky voice broke 
from time to time But still 
there seemed to be almost a 
compulsion to speak of his — 
and our — great friend 
Burns had gone to his office 
that morning as usual. He 
seemed to feel a need to resume 
his ordinary routine The office 
was cold. Burns sat in his over­ 
coat. clutching it around him 
and shivering He lit up an enor­ 
mous cigar 
At first, we talked of other 
things He has a new record 
album out, a two-record set 
selling for $25 that he hopes will 
become a collector s item. It 
was recorded when he made a 
one-man concert appearance at 
the Shubert Theater here. 
But the subject both of us 
wanted to discuss — Jack Ben­ 
ny — was always there. When 
the talked veered around to the 
current state of comedy. Burns 
plunged in. 
"Good, honest jokes live 
forever,” he said, exhaling a 
fogbank of blue smoke. “ Look 
at Jack Benny. Nobody knew 
how great he was until he pass­ 
ed away. I knew him for 55 
years but even I didn't know 
how great he was until he was 
gone.” 
He wiped a tear away from 
his eye.

Everything he 


created — the old Maxwell car, 
the 'stingy' jokes,

Again,’ — all that lived for all 
of us as though it were real

He says he does some talk 
shows, now and then, and he 
likes doing them “ because

But the flashes of humor 
were fewer than usual, un­ 
derstandably. The death of Jack 
Benny was too close, too real 
“ Everybody I know,” says

An interesting proposal has 
been submitted for thought by 
a local businessman as a pos­ 
sible answer for some of the 
economic doldrums the U.S., 
its citizens, and industry are 
bound to face in the coming 
months of recession and infla­ 
tion. 
We have all heard a myriad 
of suggestions regarding how 
the government might handle 
o u r 
c u r r e n t 
e co n o m i c 
situation. But, as proposals 
go, this one, on its face at 
least, seems to have that 
t o u c h 
of 
i m a g i n a t i o n 
government thinkers so sorely 
lack, 
and 
its 
seemi ng 
s i m p l i c i t y 
is 
a l m o s t 
laughable, which makes it all 
the more intriguing. 
The 
man’s idea 
is that 
individuals, 
as 
well 
as 
corporations within the U.S., 
be given an investment tax 
credit on the purchase of any 
m a j o r 
t i c k e t 
i t e m 
manufactured by the United 
States. 
In other words, the 
individual who purchases a 
car or t.v. made in America 
would be given a tax credit of 
a specified percentage of the 
p u r c h a s e 
p r i c e . 
T h a t 
percentage 
could 
be 
any 
number, but 12 per cent is 


what 
is 
currently 
being 
proposed for corporations by 
P r e s i d e n t 
Ford. 
Thus, 


domestic production would be 
s p u r r e d 
by 
i n c r e a s e d 
purchases of domestic goods, 
unemployment would fall as 
production 
increased, 
and, 
theoretically, the balance of 
payments would be affected 
by 
fewer 
f orei gn- made 
products being purchased by 
Americans. 


And, unlike the tax rebate 
presently being proposed by 
the President, which could 
very well be banked by its 
recipients, an investment tax 
credit could only be injected 
back into the economy. 


The proposal, obviously, is 
infinitely more complex in its 
particulars 
than 
presented 
here, and could very well be 
infeasible 
to 
put 
into 
operation. 
The 
collective 
impact it might have on either 
inflation or recession might 
be 
too 
radical 
for 
our 
economy to stand. However, it 
is an intriguing idea, and one 
which should receive at least 
cursory investigation by those 
governmental 
analysts 
and 
thinkers paid to analyze and 
think about such things.

Seeing the terrible burn injuries on the 
other patients took her mind off her own 
injuries There was the badly burned 
policeman watched over constantly by 
his pretty young wife, the fireman with 
his arms and legs so terribly charred, 
the active eight-year-old boy whose 
clothing caught fire when he fell on a 
floor furnace, the teen-age boy who on a 
dare climbed and fell off the fence of a 
high voltage substation, the young man 
whose m otorcycle’s gas tank exploded, 
and the two youngsters and their mother 
seriously burned in a camper accident 
A Lompoc boy is presently receiving 
treatment at the burn center.

Academic freedom is perhaps the most 
abused phrase in the English language 
Combined with tenure, it can make 
petty tyrants out of willful teachers, 
warping the minds and threatening the 
intellectual rights of those upon whom 
they impose their will 
1 have seen professors excite their 
students through classroom propaganda 
— 
never 
mind 
w hether 
it 
was 
propaganda of the left, the right or 
whatever — into mob hysteria These 
fanatics justified them selves, claim ing 
what they taught was right and that only 
strong m eans could rectify a “ rotten’’ 
system . 
They 
have 
been 
too often 
shielded 
by 
the 
m ystic 
words, 
“ academ ic freedom ” 
Originally, academic freedom, as this 
reporter understands it, meant the right 
of a researcher, a writer or a teacher to 
explore new areas of thought, however 
controversial, to publish his concepts 
and to expose students objectively to a 
variety of viewpoints so that they learn 
to think It was never intended to give a 
teacher the right to force his own ideas 
on a captive body of students. This 
“ right,” now assumed by numbers of 
teachers, is totalitarianism . 
M atters now have progressed so far in 
som e 
sections of the 
country 
that 
parents objecting to what their children 
are taught in school are considered 
uneducated 
throwbacks, 
and 
the 
teachers, 
whatever their view s and 
however obtained, are depicted m knee- 
jerk fashion as leaders of culture and 
progressive education. 
Curiously, 
when 
slum 
parents 
correctly demand som e voice in what 
their children learn, the sam e group of 
writers call this bringing back power to 
the people 
The first principle of dem ocracy, in 
truth, is that policy is indeed decided by 
the people, not the experts. Specialists 
are to provide advice, according to their 
qualifications. It is then up to the people, 
however unexpert the scholars may 
regard them, to decide which advice to 
follow and which to reject. 
Otherwise, we have rule by an elite. 
Some argue this is an elite of the wise, 
and therefore good. But who is to 
determine who is wise? As a reporter 
who 
regularly 
covers 
education 
conventions and at other tim es deals 
with numbers who have never attended 
college, I am not impressed that one 
group or another has a corner on 
common sense. 
Listen som etim es to the arguments on 
theory and fact in m eetings of university 
elites. These men all too frequently 
follow fads as nonsensical as panty raids 
and streaking 
Like other parents, I have seen my 
children exposed to som e of these far- 
out theories. One of m ine can neither 
read nor spell with any ability because 
she went through elem entary school 
when phonics was the elitist fashion. 
In my own college days it was the rule 
to say an expert was a man who knew 
more and more about less and less until 
finally 
he 
knew 
everything 
about 
nothing. 
S p e cia lists 
are 
vitally 
necessary to our society. But in their 
attainment of expertise, they frequently 
lose 
that 
breadth 
of 
background 
essential 
for 
making 
sound 
policy 
decisions. 
It 
is 
therefore essential 
that 
no 
university or community give up its 
right to decide what is to be taught 
within its own supported classroom s or 
to judge its objectivity. 
But while we are thus preserving the 
right of the community, we must guard 
against 
cheating 
ourselves 
of 
the 
concepts these unusual minds have to 
offer 
The challenge 
of 
intellectual 
dissidents, 
even 
when 
dead 
wrong, 
sparks us into that introspection which 
leads to progress. In our own interest, 
then, we must make certain these men 
and women are allowed to find their own 
platforms 
from 
which 
they 
may 
criticize at will 


Back in style 


When the Russians put Sputnik into 
orbit in 1957, there was a tremendous 
call for engineers in this country. Get­ 
ting an American on the moon and 
back 
safely became 
our 
foremost 
goal. 
Young 
people 
res­ 
ponded to the chal­ 
lenge 
by 
literally 
standing in line to en­ 
roll 
in 
engineering 
schools and to claim 
the 
thousands 
of 
e n g i n e e r i n g 
jobs 
opening 
up 
in 
the 
space program 
Only a little over a decade later, 
however, 
the 
space 
program 
was 
greatly 
curtailed 
and 
these 
sam e 
thousands of engineers and technicians 
were 
losing 
their jobs and 
finding 
them selves unable to locate comparable 
employment 
As a result, the profession as a whole 
received very bad publicity, even though 
unemployment of engineers was never 
more than half the national average. 
Engineering 
enrollments 
in 
our 
colleges declined steadily. The entering 
class of 1971 was the sm allest in 20 
years, 
and 
while 
there 
have 
been 
enrollment increases in each of the last 
three years, the gap between demand 
for new engineers and the number of 
engineering graduates has continued to 
widen. 
The 
nation 
loses 
about 
75,000 
professional 
engineers 
a 
year 
by 
retirement, death or job-changing, but 
only 59.000 engineers graduate each 


year, a gap of 16,000. 
"Now with a national comm itment 
forming to return this country to a 
greater 
degree 
of 
energy 
self- 
sufficiency, we find ourselves short of 
the technological brainpower to achieve 
this goal,” says Glenn 
Unfortunately, the supply of engineers 
is not something you can turn on and off 
like a spigot Employment stability in 
the engineering profession must be 
demonstrated, not just promised There 
must also be som e shifting of technical 
manpower from less-important areas, 
Glenn says, where there is an abundance 
of engineers, to the more critical areas.

Long overdue 


NEW YORK - When is a tax cut not a 
tax cut? When the taxpayer is only 
getting back what he should not have 
paid in the first place. 
That is the meaning of the several tax 
cuts proposed in the last several weeks. 
Andrew 
F 
Brimmer, 
a 
former 
member of the Federal Reserve Board 
and presently teaching at 
Harvard, 
proposes a flat tax cut of 10 per cent on 
federal income taxes. 
Democrat Walter W Heller, former 
chairman of the Council of Econom ic 
Advisers under Kennedy and Johnson, 
proposes federal tax cuts in the sum of 
$15 billion to $20 billion 
The Joint Economic Comm ittee of 
Congress recommended that income 
taxes be cut by the sum of $10 billion to 
$12 
billion 
This 
was 
a 
unanimous 
decision of a com m ittee on which there 
are both Republicans and Dem ocrats 
The idea behind all this cutting is to 
stim ulate the economy Unless people 
buy things, the lines of unemployed will 
grow longer and longer. If people pay 
sm aller taxes, they will have more for 
bread and butter, cars and cribs.. 
If 
this 
m easu re 
su cc ee d s 
in 
stimulating the economy, then the cut in 
taxes — let’s say 10 per cent — does not 
necessarily mean that federal revenues 
will fall. 
If people find jobs, if sales pick up, if 
profits pick up, there will be more — not 
less — income for government even at a 
lower tax rate. 


A recession is very costly to the 
federal treasury. If our gross national 
product of one trillion four hundred 
billion dollars falls by a mere 1 per cent 
then the country loses som e $14 billion. 
A 4 per cent slippage in GNP — and we 
have been slipping badly as Republican 
administrations have worked to “ cool 
the econom y” — means a loss of $56 
billion. 
Since GNP and the incom es flowing 
from it make up the tax base of all our 
governments — federal, state, local — a 
shrinkage 
of 
GNP 
shrinks 
public 
revenue. 


Hence, if the cut in federal income 
taxes boosts buying power and the 
economy, then Uncle Sam will benefit as 
well as all his nieces and nephews. 
While such a tax cut is desirable 
especially if it can be worked to give 
greater relief to middle-America that 
has too long been the tax patsy, it is in no 
way an act of generosity. 
The federal government will be giving 
back what it was not entitled to in the 
first place, in term s of com mon-sensical 
equity. 
In this era of inflation, the typical 
wage and salaried em ployes have been 
paying federal income taxes at an ever

higher rate although his or her 
earnings have not been going up 
Here’s 
the 
way 
this 
hidden 
increase has been working: 
As costs have gone up, wages have 
tried to catch up with a modicum of 
success. The increased money wage — 
that is, the dollars in pay — do not 
represent an increased "real w age,” 
because the breadwinner and his family 
cannot buy anymore than they could in 
the past. Indeed, they’re lucky if they 
can buy as much as they used to. 


But, since the dollar earnings reported 
to the Bureau of Internal Revenue have 
risen, m illions of such taxpayers find 
that they have “ risen” to a higher 
income tax bracket. Hence, they pay a 
higher rate. 


This hidden tax has been hitting 
middle America year after year. To cut 
their tax now is not only good economic 
sense, it is an imperative ethical move 
to give back at least some of what was 
improperly taken. 


Women 
politicians 


In 
winning 
re-election 
to 
the 
Legislature, Assemblywoman Pauline 
Davis of Portola has assured herself of 
the 
all 
time 
women’s 
record 
for 
legislative service. This remarkable 
lady has been elected 12 times to the 
Assembly starting back in 1952 and is 
now in her 23rd year 
No other woman has served as long 
The closest was Eleanor Miller of 
Pasadena who served 20 years 
from 
1923 to 1943 Few women have served in 
elective state offices at all. Only two, 
Helen Gahagan Douglas and Yvonne 
Braithwaite, 
have 
been 
elected 
to 
Congress None to the State Senate And, 
in the entire history of the state, only 15 
have been elected to the Assembly One 
of these, March Fong, 
became the 
second woman to hold a 
statewide 
office 
when 
she took 
her oath as 
Secretary of State. The only other is 
retiring 
State Treasurer Ivy 
Baker 
Priest who served eight years 
Whatever the reasons it cannot be said 
it was because this state has denied 
women the opportunity. California was 
among 
the 
first 
to 
grant political 
freedom to women. That was back in 
1911, 
nine 
years 
before 
the 
U.S 
C onstitutional 
w om en ’s 
suffrage 
amendment was ratified 
But it wasn't until 1918 that a woman 
was elected to the Legislature. In that 
year four, Esto Broughton of Stanislaus, 
Grace S. Dorris of Kern, Anna L. Saylor 
of Alameda, and Elizabeth Hughes of 
Butte, were elected to the Assembly All 
served eight years excepting Hughes 
who left in 1922 In that year Miller was 
elected thus keeping the number at four 
until 1928 when she became the lone 
woman until the election of Sarah Kellog 
of Los Angeles m 1930 
She left after one term and Miller 
again was alone until the arrival of 
Jeannette Daly of San Diego in 1937 
Both left in 1942 but they were replaced 
that 
year 
by 
Davis 
and 
Kathryn 
Niehouse of San Diego. They were 
joined in 1951 by Dorothy Donahoe of 
Bakersfield Niehouse was replaced by 
Wanda Sankary, also of San Diego but 
she served only one term. 
Donahoe died in 1960 and Davis was 
alone until the arrival of March Fong of 
Alameda and Yvonne Braithwaite of Los 
Angeles. Braithwaite went to Congress 
in 1973 and Fong leaves to assum e to 
assume her new job but Davis will not 
be left alone She will be joined by Leona 
Egelandof San Jose 
So, 
in 
the 53 years of 
women’s 
freedom 
in 
California 
the 
batting 
average of the women for legislative 
offices hasn't been good and they now 
have only half their highest total 
Which only goes to make D avis’ 
record outstanding 
A Democrat, she 
cam e into office replacing her deceased 
husband. Lester T Davis with whom she 
had worked closely during his four years 
in the Assembly 
At that tim e the 
district 
comprised 
seven 
counties. 
Subsequent reapportionments increased 
it to ten The latest reduced it to eight 
but 
threw 
in 
some 
new 
territory. 
Pauline has taken them all in stride 
including the last election when she was 
pitted against the popular Republican 
Assemblyman Ray Johnson by the court 
reapportionment 
Her lengthy service has placed her 
fourth in seniority in the Assembly and 
tied for fifth m the Legislature The 
Assembly this year honored 
her by 
creating the new post of Assistant 
Speaker 
Pro 
Tern 
to 
which 
her 
colleagues elected her as well as to the 
Assembly Rules Committee 
She also chairs the Joint Committee 
on Fairs and serves on the Ways and 
Means and Resources com m ittees as 
well as the Joint Budget Committee and 
the Wildlife Conservation Board 
No 
w om an’s 
“ libber,” 
Pauline 
n e v e r t h e l e s s 
c h a m p i o n s 
equal 
treatment 
for 
women 
Smart 
and 
hardworking, she can be both tough and 
stubborn, a trait which has antagonized 
her own constituents to the point some 
predicted she would have trouble in this 
year’s general election. 
But they forgot that Pauline puts her 
district first and works full-time taking 
care of its problems.
